They 
were to be joined by the principal 
delegates of the four inviting pow- 
ers and soviet Russia in the after- 
noon. 


The discussions were started yes- 


terday at i-s. informal meeting of 
the. more important delegates in the 
villa of Lloyd George, British prime 
minister, the basis-of negotiation, 
being.the report prepared 
by the 


allied experts in London, copies .of 
which were handed to the Russians 
earlier in the week. 


The Soviet 
delegates were to 


have made their reply to the report 
today but this has been postponed 
indefinitely and wiH probably' be 
based on the understanding reached 
at the present conference. 


It is •anderstod that the-Soviet 


delegates have expressed willing- 
ness to acknowledge Bosnia's pre- 
war debts and to cancel their claims 
against the aHies if the allies will 
do likewise with Russia's war 
debts.

Filled Milk Act Is 


Challenged 


The constitutionality of the fill- 


ed milk la-w enacted by the 1921 
legislature to prohibit the manu- 
facture, or sale of milk compounds 
within the state, -was challenged, to- 
day in arguments'by attorneys for 
the Carnation Milk Co. before the 
state supreme court, llhey ask in 
an original action that the court 
permanently enjoin enforcement of 
provisions of the law. 


Contention was made by the milk 


company that the statute "insofar 
as it prohibits the manufacture in 
this state of a -wholesome article of 
food intended to be shipped1 in in- 
terstate commerce to other states, 
is a. direct interference with inter- 
state 
commerce 
and 
therefore 


void." It was also argued liat the 
statutory prohibition of the law is 
a deprivation of property without 
due process of law, and is in conflict 
with the equal protection clause of 
the federal' as well as the state 
constitution. 


E. M. Hoyt, deputy attorney gen- 


eral, 
answering 'the arguments, 


contended that. the filled-milk com- 
pound of skimmedi-milk and cocoa- 
nut oil .was of an; "inherently fraud- 
udent nature,''rthat its ..«ale 'shonlc 
be prohibited under th« police pow- 
of the state to preserve the public 
health;, and asked that a judgment 
be entered by the court dismissing 
the action. 


"The product has been shown to 


be of an inherently jfrandudent na- 
ture, being- a .mere imitation of. a 
long-established and well 
known 


food product," Mr. Hojt said. "It 
has been shown to be sold at retail 
and advertised 
in a 
fraudulent

these, written in 


Greek, two of our modern hymns 
have 
been derived—"The Day of 


Resurrection," which is still one of 
the favorite hymns of the Greeks, 
notably in Athens, and "Come Y« 
Faithful, --Raise the Strain," which 
is one of our great Easter hymns. 
Both were translated about the mid- 
dle of the 19th century-by John M. 
Neale, a music publisher. It will 
be noted that the text contains 
much of the old idea of the victory 
of spring over winter. This is sym- 
bolical of the victory of the Resur- 
rection over death. The hymn por- 
trays to a considerable extent the 
triumphant joy which was expressed 
during the Easter time by the early 
Christians. In our country the cele- 
jration has become much more se- 
late, but many of the peasants in 
Franca 'and Italy still cling to the 
ustom of singing and making merry 
luring the Easter season of seven 


or eight days.

Geolog- 
ical truth"? Truth about this corner arid that "in .the 
Universe? No! all truth. So long as a "flower in the cran- 
nield wall", remains .a, mystery, so long will the human 
spirit seek.aJl the truth about it. But when will that-ideal 
be realized? In this life?"It is too short. Man's'instinct 
for truth demands personal immortality; .This'instinct 
for truth is a mockery otherwise.

upon presentation of the receipts, 
and whether or not, in cas« he ex- 
periences a loss on account - of the

bonding company."
